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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submissions filed on 1/9/06 and 1/23/06 have been entered. 

2. Claims 2-4 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

A. As per claim 2, the claim is unclear as to what is meant by "naturalize static 
electricity". This term was not defined nor utilized in the application as originally filed, 
but substituted for the word "neutralizing" in the amendment dated 8/18/05. The term 
neutralizing was used throughout the original application and claims and has clear 
support (see specification page 1, lines 4-6). 

B. All claims depending from a rejected base claim are also rejected as containing 
the same deficiencies. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
01305967 (hereinafter JP). 
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A. As per claims 1, 2 and 1 1, JP discloses mounting an ion generator in a vicinity of 
a roof lamp of a vehicle compartment whereby negative ions are oriented toward an 
occupant to cancel out positive ions. This inherently neutralizes a static electric charge 
on the occupant. The ion generator would have included a controller to at least turn it off 
and on as appropriate. 

B. As per claim 6, the mounting of the ion generator on the roof above the 
occupant's head would have necessarily had a motional relationship with the getting on 
and off of the vehicle. 

5. Claims 7-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 3 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
